NOW IN FORCE 


Customs Experts Called 


To Washington For 


Conference. 


Borah Asks Investigation 


Of Production Costs 


Here and Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, June 18— fAP)~ 


The Hawley-Smoot tariff law be- 
came effective today and imposed 
upon the customs serivce the task 
of putting Its 1,122 new rate sched- 
ules Into operation overnight. 


Technically, the new statute be- 


came law at midnight last night, 
but its provisions could not be 
made applicable until the opening 
at 8 o'clock this morning of cus- 
toms offices at the various ports of 
entry. 


Actually, the new rates were op- 
erative against 
all cargoes for 
which declarations had not been 
filed at the close of business yes- 
terday, regardless of whether the 
ships carrying them had reached 
port sooner. 
Sixteen customs experts from all 
sections of the country were called 
here by the treasury department to 
study the act and formulate reg- 
ulations for its enforcement. Ordi- 
narily this process has taken from 
a year to eighteen months. 
Little Difficulty Expected. 
The treasury, however, anticir 
pated little- difficulty and pre- 
dicted the tariff law of 1930 would 
be operating smoothly under com- 
pleted regulations within ninety 
days. 
Copies of the bill were mailed 
on Sunday to officials of the forty- 
nine customs districts. These in- 
cluded Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, which are 
expected to have some difficulty 
in checking shipments for a few 
days. 


With the bill signed by President 
Hoover and on the statute books, 
Washington looked forward today 
to the reorganization of the tariff 
commission for which it makes 
provision. This will be undertaken 
by the President, who is free to re- 
appoint any of the present mem- 
bers. Borah Asks Investigation. 
Senator Borah, independent re- 
publican, Idaho, introduced a reso- 
lution late yesterday calling upon, 
the commission to make an in- 
vestigation of the comparative pro- 
duction costs here and abroad of a 
variety of articles. 
These included shoes, furniture, 
cement, 
hose, 
shovels, 
spades, 
scoops, forks, rakes, scythes, sickles, 
grass hooks, corn knives and drain- 
age tools. His action was with a 
view to applying the flexible pro- 
visions of the new law. 
It was considered problematical 
whether the resolution would re- 
ceive senate action before adjourn- 
ment.

strong opposition from Otoe county 
officials, who contended that of- 
ficers should observe the provisions 
of the dry laws. 
Acording to the stories 
told 
at the hearing, Biggs made a pur- 
chase of liquor from Boy Bryant 
and then gave Bryant a drink 
from the bottle. Bryant pleaded 
guilty to a charge of selling liquor 
and paid a $100 fine. His attorney 
then 
demanded that Biegs be 


charged with a violation of the 
law because he gave Bryant 
a 
drink. BiggS admitted the charge 
and was sentenced.

School Board

Consider Many Factors 


In Determining 


Selection. 


Lincoln's kiddies will learn to 


read next year from an entirely 
new set of readers, but if they have 
any trouble puzzling over them, 


I they will not be the first ones—nor 
the oldest. The new set of books 
was formally approved by 
the 


board of education Tuesday after 
136 teachers had rendered a ma- 
jority opinion in their favor. 


Superintendent M. C. Lefler de- 


clared that 17,000 individual judg- 
ments were required in picking one 
out of the twenty-five sets con- 
sidered to be the basic text for the 
first three grades. The answers of 
the teachers to a number of re- 
search 
questions 
were 
finally 


graphed, and the diagram itself 
became the ultimate judge. The 
favored books were th& Newson 
readers. 
Some of the factors considered 


were: Variety of contents, social 
worth, interest, difficulty, content, 
aids to reading, stimulation of 
permanent 
reading interest, and 


mechanical features. 


When all of these things were 


tabulated, the question was asked, 
"Is there balance between these 
factors?" 


One 
of 
the 
most important 


studies was o fthe number of new 
words used, the rate at which the 
pupil comes in contact with them, 
and the amount of repetition. 


The results of the survey were 


submitted m folders which formed 
a pile nearly four feet high. 


The old readers are not to be 


discarded but are to be used as 
supplemental texts. 


According to Mr. Lefler, this 


same process will eventually be 
applied to all the books used in 
the Lincoln schools. In comment, 
Dr. B. P. Bailey, president of the 
board, declared, "When you stop to 
think how important the basic 
training of thesex children is, no 
amount of care in the selection of 
books can be enough."

Long Pine, and Earle, of L'incoln, 
WHEAT HARVEST 
BEGINS IN WEEK 


(Continued From Page-One.) 


Weather conditions have held back 
planing; cool nights have retarded 
proper growth of corn which had 
been put into the ground at the 
proper time and near torrential 
rains have in many cases coveed 
;he crop with soil or water or 
washed it out The bulk of the corn 
was not planted until May 25 and 
one-fourth was planted after June 
1. Approximately 14 per cent of the 
crop was Replanted. 


Prices received for farm products 


are greatly below those of last year. 
Prices of corn at 66 cents and hogs 
at $9 14 per hundred, are the most 
avorable as compared to last year. 
The present farm price of wheat is 
estimated at 81'cents per bushel as 
compared to 87 cnts last year at the 
same date. Estimated prices for 
other products are: Alfalfa hay, 
8.20 per ton; hogs, $9 14; butterfat, 
25 cents per pound, and eggs, 15 
cents per dozen. According to bank-' 
ers, 15 per cent of last year's corn 
crop, 13 per cent of the oats and 
3 per cent of the wheat produced 
are still in the hands of farmers. 


Fewer cattle are reported to be in 
'eed lots than in June of last year, 
estimates ranging from 81 per cent 
if last year's operations in the east 
central district to as high, as 108 per 
;ent in the south central counties 
where some stock was carried from 
ast year. The state figure is given 
as 93 per cent of those on feed 
ast year. The supply of grass-fat 
cattle that will be marketed this 
ummer and fall is estimated at 97 
ier cent of those marketed last year.

"From a party standpoint," declares The Kansas 


City Star, "a presidential veto of a tariff bill is disas- 
trous politically, in that it tends to tear the party 
to pieces. From an economic standpoint it is bad 
because of prolonging business uncertainty. In the 
history of American government there have been only 
nine vetoes of major tariff measures." 


All of that is water over the dam. 
President Hoover signed the Hawley-Smoot tariff 


bill Tuesday; it became effective on midnight of that 
day. 
For better or for worse, the die has been cast 


and there is no profit in speculating whether it would 
have been more expedient to have^ signed or vetoed 
the measure. . But using the president's own lan- 
guage there is a way out of the unpleasantness and 
danger of certain, specific provisions of the law, 
which Mr. Hoover frankly admits are not to his lik- 
ing and are bad. He says he will correct its defects 
through exercise of the powers conferred upon him by 
the elastic or flexible feature of the law. Under it 
Mr. Hoover may advance or decrease tariffs in ac- 
cordance with findings by the 
tariff commission. 


Heretofore the president has been limited to commo- 
dities already given tariff protection, and he in no 
case has been permitted to increase or lower duties, 
more than 50 per cent of the rates fixed by congress. 


But what becomes of The Kansas City Star's argu- 


ment if Mr. Hoover actually contemplates utilizing 
his authority under the flexible provision to read- 
.jusjt tariff rates? Isn't? the uncertainty, which fur- 
nished the excuse for its immediate approval, in- 
creased and prolonged? Either the president must 
leave a vicious and unwanted tariff \aw undisturbed 
in its general features, or the disturbed and unsettled 


• conditions offered as a justification for its approval 


will again unsettle business and industry. There can- 
not be certainty when change is contemplated. The 
tariff fabric, with its hundreds of schedules, is a deli- 
cate thing. The rates provided in the bill are inter- 
woven and ^related. When congress put a duty on 
hides, the shoe manufacturers likewise demanded 
and received an increased duty upon shoes. The ef- 
fects of rate revision cannot be confined to the spe- 
cific commodity but in many cases extends to indus- 
trlet interested in that commodity as the basic raw 
material needed in the manufacture of the finished 
products. 


It might be well to recognize that Mr. Hoover can- 


not utilize his authority under the flexible provision 
and at the same time leave business and industry un- 
disturbed 
The Hawley-Smoot law contains duties 


which were denied after applications had been filed 
with the tariff commission and painstaking investiga- 
tions made. The most conspicuous example of this 
WM the provisional duty of $1 a thousand feet upon 
lumber, which the lumbering interests of the North- 
west have been trying to get for more than two years 
and which was refused because the tariff commis- 
sion's experts said, it was not justified. 


There is nothing in the history of the elastic tariff 


to Justify the belief that much is to be expected in 
wiping out some of the injustices which, crept into 
the law. Over a period of twelve years forty-three 
changes have been made in this manner, and the 
overwhelming majority of them were increases. Is 
it reasonable to expect that Mr. Hoover will undo the 
work of diligent and hard working congressmen and 
senators, who got in. on the plunder and secured in- 
creased duties upon commodities in which their con- 
stituency were selfishly interested? 


Commonsense should tell us that the Hawley- 


Smoot tariff law which became effective at midnight 
Tuesday will remain substantially the tariff policy of 
the United States until the American people express 
themselves upon it. It would call for a daring, bold 
leader, a Hooseveltian type, which Mr. Hoover has 
plainly demonstrated he is not, to effect any ma- 
terial change in its provisions. It is here to stay until 
the American people either kick it out, or are won 
to its support by the results which may follow.

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BEAUTIFYING NEBRASKA ROADS. 


•That was a comprehensive and appealing program 


adopted by the Nebraska Motor club at its meeting 
in Lincoln, there probably being not a single pro- 
posal made which will fail of approval upon the part 
of approximately the entire citizenry of the state. 
There is one item in the list, however, which is liable 
to be overlooked and neglected, unless it is placed 
.in the hands of people especially interested in it and 
who will make its agitation a labor of love. 


The thing referred to is the beautifying of Ne- 


braska highways. The carrying out of this idea must 
depend to a very large extent upon 
individuals. 


though it will of course be much more effective if 
there be community effort and systematized plans. 
The beauUfication of highways is a matter of work 
rather than expense and should be inspired by pride 
and the 
appreciation of the beautiful in nature, 


rather than by commercial considerations. 


But at the same time beauty can be made to pay 


huge dividends when once its existence becomes a 
matter ol common notoriety. Many of the farm 
homes along the main highways of the state are al- 
ready set In attractive gardens, but there are, alas. 
many others in which not even a blade of grass may 
be seen. With little effort, attractive lawns may be 
created, dotted with beds' of Hovers, while blossom- 
ing vines may hide the severe outlines of buildings. 


As one drives along the highways of Illinois, Indi- 


ana, Ohio anu Pennsylvania the landscape is made 
gay, colorful and entrancingly beautiful by the miles 
and miles of crimson and white ramblers that hedge 


a considerable financial outlay, but it is certainly 
worth all that it costs. But the trees and flowers re- 
quired to make Nebraska roads beautiful and at- 
tractive as they should be will cost llttlo. The main 
requisites are initiative and 
determination. Surely 


these will not be lacking. 


"PURDAH" IS DOOMED. 


Not the least, important of the fruits of the fight 


for independence in India is the new freedom which 
it has brought women. The significant of the news 
which has filtered out of the seething land of re- 
bellion is the statement by followers of Gandhi that 
"purdah" is duomed. "since women have left the se- 
clusion of their homes to aid in the struggle for in- 
dependence. ".' 


"Purdah" is a relic of ancient India, and while not 


observed in every home, has been powerfully enough 
entrenched through tradition and prejudice to affect 
the lives of millions of Indian women. It consists of 
a fairly rigorous seclusion of women, beginning with 
adolescence. Its worst evils are physical, although 
naturally it has condemned the average woman in 
India to ignorance and illiteracy. 


But the Simon commission, investigating the condi- 


tions of womanhood in India, has completed a re- 
port which casts%accurate light upon the conditions 
surrounding womanhood in India, including the cus- 
toms' of "purdah," child marriage and the denial of 
educational opportunities.. The medical men report 
numberless cases of tuberculosis, stunted growth and 
disease, directly attributable to the tradition which 
has denied Indian women open air, sunshine and a 
release liberty from the confines of the hovels which 
constitute homes. Child marriage has already been 
outlawed by legislation but up until the action was 
taken, it added to the misery of Indian women. Since 
seclusion meant the denial of educational opportuni- 
ties, the commission reported /the actual records of 
illiteracy were appalling. Only one out of fifty could 
read or write, and pitifully few have> attained the 
preparation of the average girl completing the pub- 
lic school courses in the United States. 


The British authorities have recognized the evils of 


Hindu traditions but in the face of opposition hesi- 
tated to attempt to eradicate them. Instead the gov- 
ernment adopted the view that sentiment for changes 
must come from within. If the Indian women were 
to escape from the old customs of centuries, the ini- 
tiative had to come from India. That reveals/the 
full significance of the news which comes from 
Gandhi's followers. It means the full emanicipation 
of the women of India. 


AT $1 A MONTH. 


Press reports tell of the employment of a 15-year- 


old boy in Santa Cruz, Cal., by municipal officials at 
$1 a month. He is to turn off the electric lights on 
a municipal welcome arch near his home. The job 
came to the boy as a result of his noticing that the 
lights burned during the day, causing considerable 
waste expenditure. 
He informed city officials and 


got the extra pocket money while effecting a saving 
to the city. 


While the $l-a month doesn't, mean much, the 


story is an~-apt illustration of what has 
happened 


more often in America than in any other country in 
the history of the world. People have seen oppor- 
tunities. 
They have taken advantage of them for 


themselves in such a way as to be an advantage to 
others. It is around that wheel of mutual advantages 
that an increasing measure of prosperity has been 
disseminated throughout the country. 


The boy's $1 a month is opportunity at its lowest 


form. But it is indicative of the type of activity 
which is today the source of increased opportunities 
for alt The effect of technological unemployment 
hasrbeen to make such insight into new needs, new 
possibilities, new avenues of industry more important 
than ever before._ The continued maintenance of per- 
manent prosperity is dependent upon the reasonable 
employment of the great masses of the nation's pop- 
ulation. This country needs those who can see and 
utilize the opportunities for new industry and new 
commerce as effectively as the boy who suggested 
to the California city's officials that he could save 
them money by being paid a small sum for turning: 
the lights on the arch on and off daily.

Augusta, Ga. 


How do you analyze the preva- 


lence of a lack of a worshipful 
attitude in many of our churches 
today? 


ANSWER. 
Worshipfulness 
is primarily a 
matter of the inward spirit in which 
bodily attitudes and outward forms 
play a subordinate part. Yet these 
attitudes and forms react upon the 
soul itself. 
The reverent heart is 


manifest in a reverent demeanor 
and a reverent demeanor in turn 
helps to produce the reverent heart. 
The condition to which you refer 
has its origin in a lack of reverence. 


Much can be done by the officiat- 


ing minister to remedy the situa- 
tion. But he should not be charged 
with the whole responsibility for a 
very real and sad defect. Too many 
people seem to be wholly lacking in 
what may be called "church sense." 
For them the church is simply a 
building-and the service a superior 
performance. Their 
misapprehen- 


sions cannot.be traced to any com- 
mon factor, since there are other 
people who exhibit an entirely dif- 
ferent bearing in worship. The 
question is largely one of early 
training, resulting in a clear per- 
ception of what the act of worship 
involves. 


Architecture, music, seating, 


lighting and other accessories bear 
on the question. But they are mere- 
ly external aids. Some of the most 
inspiring religious services I have 
known were held in the modest 
churches of rural parishes. People 
will bow in silent awe and adoratidn 
when they are deeply conscious that 
they are in the immediate presence 
of God.

Natural Gas. 


LINCOLN, Neb.. June 17. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: I read in the papers that 
granting a franchise to the power 
company will give the people cheap- 
er fuel. I very much doubt the 
statement as I know that the mar- 
gin of profit for the dealers in fuel 
is very smalL It occurs to me that 
if the purpose of putting down this 
pipeline to bring gas to Lincoln at 
this time is to furnish jobs for the 
unemployed, that it will be poor 
economy because there are more 
than 200.000 tons of coal coming to 
Lincoln every year. The labor cost 
of handling this coal including un- 
loading, delivering, clerk hire. etc.. 
amounts to nearlv $3.00 per ton or 
a total of $600.000. which labor gets 
every year. The only coal that is 
unloaded by machinery is indus- 
trial coal and that is a very small 
per cent of the total coal consumed 
in Lincoln. I hold no brief for the 
coal dealers but when it is at- 
temoted to show that labor will 
profit by the franchise. I thmk it 
only fair that the public should 
know tbe approximate anxrant that 
is paid to labor for handling coal 
every year in Lincoln. 


Some argue that the small gas 
user should pay more than the large 
gas user. I fail to see any l»gic in 
that a-rgument in She present situ- 
ation, because aH oT tbe mains and 
pipelines are laid in Lincoln and all 
that is necessary for the company 
to do is to torn the gas into tne 
mains. It can be delivered to a 
small user just as cheaj? as it can 
to a large user. Ninety per cent of 
the users of gas are small users. It 
occurs to me that a lower rate 
should be obtained for the small 
user r«fore a valuable franchise is 
given away.

the average weights, when they get 
to the stage where they look frankly' 
fat, then they have an excess that 
lowers the resistance rather than 
raises it, Mrs. P. Your daughter has 
the same tendency to put on weight 
that you do, .icr she eats at the 
same table and so has the-same food 
as you do.
